is continuing to fulfill its purpose as a 
professional school, of fitting young 
men for public service in domestic and 
foreign fields. 

To give the student a knowledge of 
the governmental, economic, and so- 
cial structure of the country and an 
understanding of the duties and re- 
sponsibilities in the conduct of public 
office, both domestic and foreign, is 
the aim of tha School of Government, 
carried out this summer to an even 
greater extent than ever before. Each 
of the varipus courses offered this sum- 
mer is in furtherance of this jplan. 

Work in political science this sum- 
mer includes Dr. Frederic Ogg’s sem- 
inar in • comparative government and 
his course in Far Eastern politics. 

Dr. Warren' Reed West, who is ex- 
executive chairman of the School of 
Government, is teaching political theory 
as well as the elementary course in 
American government. 

Special history study, particularly in 
the field of Hispanic-American Affairs, 
is engaging the attention of those as- 
piring for public service in foreign 
fields. And in the Department of Eco- 


forms. 

Freshman Aid Offered 

New students should go in person to 
registration headquarters on the dates 
mentioned above, where every assist- 
ance will be given them in planning 
their programs and where there wilt 
he opportunity to consult with fresh- 
men advisers and with the Deans of 
the various schools. 

Mali registration is available for. stu- 
dents who were enrolled in the Univer- 
sity last 'year. 

Tuition in the University is $8.00 
for each semester-hour credit of 
courses taken, in all school* excepting 
the School of Medfcine. This makes 
the average cost to the student taking 
a full course $240 per year. Tuition in 
the School of Medicine is $450 per an- 
num. In addition to the tuition fee 
there is a University fee of $8.00 per 
semester and various laboratory fees. 

Subject to the approval of the Comp- 
troller, students registering for more 
than three semester-hours may sign 
contracts for semester charges, except 
for the University fee, permitting in- 
stalment paymens as follows: First 
semester — one third at the time of 
registration, plus the. University fee; 
one third on November 1; one third on 
December 1. Second semester — one 
third at the time of registration, plus 
the University fee; one third on March 
1 ; one third on April 1. Studenta reg- 
istering for three hours or less, and 
studenta in the School of Medicine, are 
not privileged to sign contracts for in- 
stalment payments.

v J The Time Is Ripe 

A letter requesting the establishment of a University 
bookstore has been addressed to President Marvin. This 
letter comes from the Pttnhellenic and Interfratemity Coun- 
cils. It points out that due to the recent raise in tuition and 
the present economic crisis, the cost of books looms as more 
an important item than ever before. 

Allusion is made to the fact that there are many courses 
at the University teat require tee purchase of a number of 
books, although they are to be used for only a short tifne.

separate unit*. 

1928 - Depew Chair of Public Speaking endowed by Mrs. Depew, widow 

of the famous orator. 

1929 - February — President Coolidge is speaker at Winter Convocation. 

Honorary degrees conferred upon him and Mrs. Coolidge. 

1929 - October— James Ramsay MacDonald, Prime Minister of England, 
chooees The George Washington University as the institution at 
which to make his only speeeh before an educational gathering in 
this country. Receives the Honorary degree of Doctor of Laws. 

1929 - Post of Advisor to Students from Foreign Countries established 

in the Faculty because of the many students registered from 
.abroad. (The University was third on the list of American 
colleges and universities in this respect in 1931.) 

1930 - The George Washington University plan of academic organization 

adopted. Through the association of a number of recognized edu- 
cational principles in a comprehensive scheme, this plan gives 
to the individual student all of the advantages of close super- 
vision offered by the small college, and at the same time exposes 
him to the wide field of academic studies obtainable only in a 
large urban university. 

The fundamental changes in the educational organization include 
creation of an autonomous Junior College underlying the work 
of the senior (Columbian) college of letters and sciences and all 
of the professional schools; the organization of the faculty of the 
senior college into four divisions of study — Languages and Litora-
